Cohu Calls For Better Teamwork 


Heres Baby, 
Now Ballot 
For a Name 

Here’s the verdict: tabloid size 
issued every other week. 

That is the consensus gleaned 
from an avalanche of completed 
questionnaires that swamped San 
Diego and Ft. Worth newspaper 
staffs. Besides giving opinions 
on what kind of newspaper this 
is to be, Convair men and women 
submitted nearly 2000 different 
naine suggestions! 

In desperation, this list was 
eut to 27 on which everyone 
will vote to see who gets the 
$25 award. (Sorne of the names 
were submitted by many dif¬ 
ferent persans. If one of these 
wins, weTl just hâve to draw.) 

The names appear on this is- 
sue’s masthead. Pick out your 
favorite, jot down the name (and 
your name, too) on a slip of 
paper and send to Industrial 
Relations, San Diego or Ft. 
Worth. These are BALLOTS. 
Get them in by Sept. 6 at the 
latest, so they can be canvassed. 

Nearly half of Convair’s men 
and women spoke their minds 
about newspapers via the ques¬ 
tionnaires. Ft. Worth’s return 
was highest — virtually 50 per 
cent. Ft. Worth showed a slight 
majority for weekly publication 
but San Diego offset this with a 
heavy vote for bi-weekly. As to 
size, Time and tabloid ran neck 
and neck, so the staffs cast a de- 
ciding vote for tabloid as easier 
to make up. 

A detailed account of likes and 
dislikes regarding content will be 
fortheoming later. Those who 
volunteered as field editors will 
be contacted as soon as possible. 

Until field editors hâve been 
named, voluntary news contri¬ 
butions are welcomed. In Ft. 
Worth, contact Robert Vollmer, 
extension 5269 or 5290. In San 
Diego the editor is Logan Jen¬ 
kins, extension 1071 or 1072.

“We hâve a good team now, 
but it can be a lot better.” 

More than 250 members of the 
Management Club at San Diego 
heard Convair’s president and 
general manager, LaMotte T. 
Cohu, Sound this general theme 
at the regular August dinner 
meeting in the Grant hôtel. 

“Your job as supervisors and 
foremen is—people,” Cohu de- 
clared. “It is people who produce 
the airplanes, conceive the ideas, 
work the plans, design the tools 
. . . You’ve got to know them, 
know their names . . . 

“It isn’t management and 
labor. We’re ail part of the 
santé team. It doesn’t matter 
whether a man belongs to a 
union, is a Baptist or a Presby- 
terian, lie is a Convair man ...” 

Cohu urged greater emphasis 
upon explaining the “why” of a 


job and making clear to those 
who work on airplanes the sig- 
nificance of their tasks. 

“We must encourage the ex¬ 
pression of ideas and sugges¬ 
tions,” he continued. “There are 
many (in the company) who— 
given equal opportunity — could 
fill your job and mine . . . 

“People can’t work in the dark, 
either. It is going to be our pol- 
icy to tell ail we can about com¬ 
pany plans and expectations . . .” 

Cohu warned against one-man 
organizations and urged attract- 
ing capable assistants “so that if 
you break your leg” the depart- 
ment will keep going. Promotions 
are impossible without trained 
understudies capable of moving 
up, he added. 

“We must get our costs down 
and build our airplanes in the 
hours budgeted,” Cohu declared. 


“Do it through leadership and not 
a bull whip ...” 

“We’ve got problems ahead of 
us, to increase efficiency and 
establish ourselves as efficient 
producers of Army and Navy air- 
craft. I think wc are well on the 
way to this. 

“We are beating the bushes 
for business . . . and Fm sure 
we are going to get it. When 
we do, we’re off to the races.” 

Cohu announced that he was 
leaving for the east on a “fish- 
ing” trip, looking for business. 

“We may not corne back with 
any fish, but weTl know where 
the big ones are swimming,” he 
said. 

Cohu spoke of Convair as the 
“best in the U.S.” and as an ex¬ 
ample of what the country’s in-

Prospect Good 
For Airline, 
Military Orders 

Convair’s outlook as of Aug. 25 
included several firm military 
contracts with strong possibilities 
of more to corne, and a quickly 
developing commercial sales pro- 
gram that should send Convair- 
Liner sales soaring upward. 

Four U.S. airlines hâve or- 
dered Liners and several others 
are expected to order as soon 
as their finances permit. Con- 
vai,r is working closely with 
these prospects and is overlook- 
ing no material approach to the 
problem of helping them obtain 
the equipment they need. 

As for overseas Convair-Liner 
sales, one South American, one 
Chinese, one Australian, one In- 
dian, one Swiss, and a Dutch air¬ 
line hâve ordered aircraft, and it 
is believed that once the Liner 
has established itself in these 
countries, other orders will fol- 
low. Many prospects hâve ex- 
pressed to overseas Convair rep¬ 
résentatives a strong desire to 
buy as soon as dollar shortage 
and financing problems can be 
surmounted. 

As of Aug. 25, Convair had de- 
livered 46 of the 158 Convair- 
Liners on order. A total of 178 
will be built, under présent plans, 
to accumulate a stockpile of 20 
airplanes against new orders ex¬ 
pected soon.

Sad Friends Continue 
Home For Lloyd Lee 


A frame house overlooking a 
pleasant valley on the outskirts 
of San Diego neared completion 
this week even though its owner 
is no longer there. 

The home is 
that of Lloyd L. 
Lee, Jr., 44, 
Convair electri- 
cal engineer, 
who died sud- 
denly Aug. 14 
f r o m a heart 
ailment. 

The house was 
begun many 
months ago. Lee 
w o r k e d on it 
week-ends. It was to be home 
for himself, Mrs. Lee, and their 
two children, Nancy 10, and Jac¬ 
queline, 5. When Lee suffered a 
heart attack July 31, friends in 
the engineering and experimental 
departments at the San Diego 
plant wondered if they could help 
during his illness by completing 
the structure. 

Among the first to discuss the 
idea were Charles McCabe, G. D. 
McVicker, P. A. Carlson and G. 

R. Burrows. Burrows, a licensed 
contractor, visited the scene first 
with McVickers and Carlson. 

“From then on the project 
just grew by itself,” McCabe 
recalled. 

“We started going out there 
Saturdays and Sundays. Vol- 
untieers, ail from Convair, went 
to work with saws and ham- 
mers. Soon the men were joined 
by the office girls who served 
meals and refreshments.” 

More than a score of women 
gave their help and three score 
men worked on the house. 

Lee, meanwhile, was in Navy 
hospital. Reports of his improve- 
ment cheered his friends as they 
worked. Then came Aug. 14 and 
word spread among the amateur 
builders that the man for whom 
they worked had passed away. 

Despite the personal loss each 
felt—for Lee was widely known 
and respected — the work con- 
tinued. 

“We’ll keep on until it is fin- 
ished, ,, Burrows announced. 

Funeral services for Lee were 
conducted Aug. 17 under the aus¬ 
pices of Blackmer Masonic Lodge 
No. 442. Burial was in Portland, 
Ore., his former home where his 
parents still survive. 

Lee was in charge of electri- 
cal installations on the B-32 
when he first joined Convair in 
January, 1940. He left the 
company in June, 1941, when 
called to active duty as a re¬ 
serve lieutenant in the Army. 
His war service lasted until 
1945 when he was released to 
inactive duty as a major and 
returned to Convair. 

At the time of his illness he 
was in charge of electrical instal¬ 
lations on the XB-46. Prior to 
joining Convair in 1940 he was in 
charge of a CCC camp at Fresno.

Sténos Worked in Factory 
When Oldtimers Arrived 


There was only one building 
and the office staff set up their 
desks alongside the machinery 
when R. A. Bussey and J. E. Wil¬ 
kinson came to Convair. 

Bussey, now assistant secre- 
tary and treasurer for the corpo¬ 
ration, and Wilkinson, assembler, 
general A, in Department 130, 
were decorated at San Diego re- 
cently with 20-year pins. LaMotte 

T. Cohu, Convair president and 
general manager, made the prés¬ 
entation. 

Both joined the company—then 
Consolidated Aircraft Corp. — at 
Buffalo, N.Y., and were among 
the original 200 transferred here 
in 1935. Bussey began as a helper 
in final assembly back in 1926. 
Through the years he held va- 
rious jobs, woodworker, cutting 
helper, tool maker, clerk, account- 
ing clerk, supervising accountant. 


In 1943 he assumed his présent 
position. 

Wilkinson, who is married and 
lives at 3245 Branson Place, San 
Diego, started as bench métal 
worker and eventually moved up 
to general foreman during the 
war years. 

“The plant wasn’t much in 
1935,” Wilkinson recalled. “Al- 
most ail the equipment was 
new.

Two Cash In With ‘Skinning’ Idea 


Because a pair of sharp-witted 
men in Dept. 310 at San Diego 
couldn’t see the sense in ripping 
a p a r t soundproofing materials 
worth $11.80 a yard, they are due 
for a substantial windfall. 

The men are Howard Rau and 
John Bansept, both in fabric and 
seat assembly. For them an 
award totaling $497.25 has been 
authorized in the Suggestion 
Award program. 

“The soft, spongy mate rial, 
which is made out of spun 
glass and is used as insulation 
in the Convair-Liner, cornes 
from the manufacturer covered 
by a thin, transparent skin 
known as V film,” Rau ex- 
plained. “This was fine for 
some parts of the plane, but 
when used in the augmentor 
muffs surrounding the augmen¬ 
tor tubes, the film had to be re- 
moved.” 

So, some montlis ago Rau and 
Bansept recommended that the 
material which ultimately would 
go into muffs should be ordered 


without the covering. At the same 
time they passed the word to the 
purchasing department and with- 
in a week the recommendation 
went into actual practice. 

Covered material at that time 
cost $11.80 a yard. Without the 
covering the cost was $9.45, a 
différence of $2.35 per yard. 

At first it was estimated that 
17 yards of the uncovered variety 
went into each Convair-Liner. On 
this basis, Rau and Bansept re¬ 
ceived a $140 award, $100 payable 
at once as their share of the sav- 
ing to the company. Later, how- 
ever, when it was évident that 
more material was being used for 
this purpose, a review was held. 
As a resuit they were notified 
that the award had been jumped 
to $490 in view of the fact that 
between 46 and 47 yards of the 
uncovered material is used, thus 
greatly increasing the value of 
the suggestion. 

Rau and Bansept are entitled 
to half of the total award now 
and the other half will be forth-

coming after six months in case 
their suggestion remains in ef- 
fect.

situation, as spécifie as mili- 
tary restrictions permit: 

The XB-36 and 15 B-36A’s (in- 
cluding the static test model) 
hâve been delivered to the Air 
Force. Of these, 11 are at Ft. 
Worth, four at Dayton, and one 
in Florida. A total of 95 will be 
built under présent contracts. 

XC-99, cargo sister of the B-36, 
is off flight status at San Diego 
for four-wheel main landing gear 
installation and exterior painting 
to minimize corrosion. 

Convair has delivered 146 of its 
L-13, folding-wing liaison planes, 
to the Air Force under the initial 
contract. None of the supple- 
mentary contract for 154 has 
been delivered because of engine 
difficultés. However, of this sec¬ 
ond order, 97 airplanes hâve been 
accepted as completed. Convair 
is not installing engines, but is 
storing planes at San Diego until 
a “fix” has been reached by AMC 
and Aircooled Motors, engine 
manufacturer. Of 300 planes 
total on order, No. 257 is in mat- 
ing and No. 244 is off the final 
line. 

Convair will build the Northrop 
“Wing” at Ft. Worth. Of 30 or¬ 
dered, Convair will build 28, 
Northrop two. 

An experimental jet fighter, 
the F-92, is under development 
for the Air Force. 

First flight of XP5Y-1, ad- 
vanced flying boat designed for 
the Navy, will probably be early 
next year. High hopes are held 
for this “dark horse.” 

Convair will make a strong bid 
for a contract to build two-engine 
bombardier trainers and naviga¬ 
tor trainers for the Air Force, 
for which the Convair - Liner 
would be idéal. The Air Force 
has just requested bids. 

Several projects highly classi- 
fied by the military are in various 
stages of development by Con¬ 
vair, and LaMotte T. Cohu, presi¬ 
dent and general manager, was in 
the east last week with other of¬ 
ficiais on “a fishing trip for 
more business.”

Convair at San Diego is feel- 
ing rightfully chesty over a rec¬ 
ord set in the production and 
delivery of Convair-Liners during 
August.

To speed deliveries of B-36 
airplanes to the Air Force at a 
time when the international 
situation is far from reassur- 
ing, Convair Ft.

Fifty-Four Liners Now 
Flying For Airlines 


Two Convair-Liners already are 
in airline hands in foreign coun- 
tries, and another is being readied 
for service abroad, thus bringing 
to 54 the number of ships which 
hâve left the San Diego plant 
as of Sept. 8 for new ownership. 

First of its kind to leave the 
country to foreign ownership was 
T r a n s Australia Airlines’ new 
plane which left San Diego Aug. 
25 and reached Melbourne after 
80 hours of flying time—17,920 
miles at 225 mph. 

Second to leave was The 
Flying Dutchman, purchased by 
the Dutch airline KLM. It left 
San Diego lafce Sept. 2 and ar- 
rived in Amsterdam Sept. 6 
after a successful flight. 

Another Liner was being read¬ 
ied last week for KLM and by 
Sept. 15 probably will be in 
Amsterdam or on the way. 

The Australians were full of 
praise for the Liner’s perform¬ 
ance. A dispatch to Floyd Odlum, 
Convair board chairman, stated: 
“crew and commission delighted 
with plane.” 

The commission referred to is 
the Australian National Airlines 
Commission and the statement is 
significant in view of recent op¬ 
position in Australia to ordering 
five Liners. Because of the dol¬ 
lar shortage, TAA was criticized 


for favoring an American plane 
rather than a British. 

Thus far Convair has turned 
out 54 liners to airline cus- 
tomers. American has 34 in 
operation throughout its net- 
work. Pan American is flying 
11, chiefly out of Miami on 
flights to Nassau, Havana and 
Jamaica. In the near future the 
same planes will be flying 
routes into South America. 

Western Airlines, which has 
received four Liners, put them 
into operation flying West Coast 
routes early this month. Con¬ 
tinental Airlines has received two 
Liners for training operations out 
of Denver. 

Foreign orders as yet unfilled 
and scheduled for completion by 
fall or spring include: Sabena 
(Belgium) six; Swissair (Switz- 
erland) four; FAMA (Argentine) 
five ; Central Air Transport 
(China) six; Orient Airways 
(India) three; Trans Australia, 
four additional.

General opinion seems to be 
that the Navy had the edge on 
the Air Force at the International 
Air Exposition in connection with 
the opening of Long Island’s 
Idlewild airport last month. But 
one of the show’s brightest mo¬ 
ments belonged to the Air Force, 
when three of its huge Convair 
B-36 bombers flew by the presi- 
dential reviewing stand in perfect 
formation.

Several authorities hâve been 
speculating as to how much the 
Berlin airlift could hâve been 
speeded up had a fleet of Con- 
vair’s XC-99, cargo sister ship of 
the B-36, been toting loads. 

“One C-99 could do the work of 
six C-54 , s or 24 C-47’s, thereby 
taking the strain off the over- 
taxed airport facilities,” said 
James J. Haggerty, writing in 
American Aviation magazine. 
“There’s a flaw . . .” he continued. 
“There is only one C-99, and no 
more in construction.”

Safety Trophy Changes Hands 
But Experimental Still Leads 
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Convair-Liner No. 1 Goes Aloft in Search of Ice at 18,000 Feet

Crew On Oxygen While 
Chasing Icy Weather 


Good weather is bad weather 
nowadays for Convair-Liner No. 
1 . 

No. 1, first Convair-Liner built, 
is back from nearly a month of 
chasing weather fronts and 
doubling for a “flying ice tray.” 
During the trip, Convair and 
CAA engineers studied efficiency 
of a revised anti-icing System for 
wings and tail. 

From July 26 to Aug. 19 the 
ship doggedly pursued bad weath¬ 
er as far north as Vancouver 
Island and as far east as Idaho. 
Aboard were: W. D. Carrier and 
A. (Speed) Wilson, pilots, B. B. 
Gray and R. W. (Bob) Moller, 
flight engineers, Vie Hudson and 
Roy Holmes, test engineers, E. H. 
(Bud) Davies, flight test analyst, 
Otto Menge and Rex Benedict, 
cameramen, and William Gray 
and Richard Bowers of CAA. 

Ice wasn’t easy to find this 
trip and No. 1 probably will 
t ake off a gain soon on another 
such expédition, seeking more 
data. 

“Conditions hâve to be just 
right in order to get ice,” one 
of the crew reported. “First, there 
must be visible moisture (clouds), 
and second, températures must 
be at or near freezing. If it is 
too cold ice doesn’t form on the 
plane’s surfaces.” 

Methods of calculating ice for¬ 
mation are as complicated as a 
three-ring circus. They involve 
such gadgets as an “ice accretion 
meter” and an elaborate System 
of thermometers that give read- 
ings at 172 different points on 
the plane. 

Ail in ail, the crew has its 
hands full while aloft. One pilot 
is busy flying and passing weath¬ 
er information by phone to the 
rest of the crew. The other pilot, 
meanwhile, is occupied with 
charting the course and checking 
weather stations by radio. 

“We are on instruments most 
of the time and that means a lot 
of paper work,” a crew member 
explained. 

“Back of the pilots, Gray, a 
flight engineer, is occupied with 
maintaining proper engine opera¬ 
tion. Next cornes Menge’s station 
with two movie caméras trained 
out Windows to record ice action 
on the wings while the heating 
System is in operation. Back of 
Menge is Moller’s post where he 
coordinates the various test sta¬ 
tions throughout the plane and 
keeps flight records. Near him 
is Davies who has charge of re- 
cording températures. 

Next station aft is the “cold 

room” where Hudson and 

Holmes, dressed in cold weather 


gear, handle the ice accretion 
ineters. This section of the 
plane has free air circulating 
and is without benefit of beat. 
The meter, a sériés of cylinders, 
is kept outside the plane, slow- 
ly rotating, t'hen brought inside 
for study of ice film. 

Last of the crew stations is in 
the tail of the plane where Bene¬ 
dict has two caméras for shoot- 
ing the tail surfaces. One is 
trained through a window and 
the other opérâtes via périscope. 

No. 1 has made five such ex¬ 
perimental trips in search of ice. 
Still another will be necessary 
before the présent modifications 
hâve proved themselves.

ond shift. Their work ends at 
5:45 p.m. and 4:15 a.m., re- 
spectively. 

As the need for meeting deliv- 
ery schedules was underlined by 
the 60-hour week, at the same 
time a new plant-wide production 
program was being set up at Con¬ 
vair Ft. Worth. 

The double target, as explained 
by R. O. Ryan, assistant division 
manager, is: 1. To provide each 
employée with the greatest op- 
portunity possible tô make every 
minute count in worthwhile pro¬ 
ductive effort. 2. To develop ad- 
ditional enthusiasm and team- 
work needed to meet current de- 
livery schedules of B-36 airplanes 
and at the same time préparé for 
the o ne o min g B-49 “Flying 
Wings.” 

Said Ryan, “The entire pro¬ 
gram is a broad, plant-wide effort 
at doser co-ordination of ail ac- 
tivities. We are setting up a new 
plan by which we hope to enable 
each employée to spend his full 
time in productive effort, with as 
little as possible of confusion and 
of waiting time. 

“If we set up such a System, I 
hâve no doubt that the men and 
women of Convair will do the 
rest. The record they made dur¬ 
ing the war and in more recent 
times is convincing proof that 
they’ll get the job done.” 

As one means of making cer¬ 
tain that personnel is provided 
where most needed, job assign- 
ment centers are now being estab- 
lished in Final Assembly (Dept. 
50) and Field Operations (Dept. 
61). 

Upon eompletion of a job as- 
signed him by his assistant 
foreman, each employée will re¬ 
port immediately to the job as¬ 
signment center and notify his 
supervisor. If the completed 
job is approved by his super¬ 
visor, the employée immedi¬ 
ately will be given another as¬ 
signaient, and so on. 

If for any reason the assistant 
foreman does not hâve at that 
time another assignment for the 
employée, a check will be made 
to détermine if other jobs in the 
same department are going beg- 
ging for lack of personnel. If no 
assignment for the employée is 
found within the department, the 
superintendent will be notified. 

When a superintendent is noti¬ 
fied that employées in his depart¬ 
ment are available for new as- 
signments, he will contact the job 
reassignment center in the Indus¬ 
trial Relations department. This 
department will also receive re- 
quests from superintendents who 
are in need of employées for as¬ 
signment. In this fashion, em¬ 
ployées available for assignment 
will be put in touch as quickly as 
possible with areas where person¬ 
nel is needed. 

As one means of measuring 
employée effort and results in 
various departments, goals of 
work to be accomplished in each 
department will be established 
each month. At the end of the 
month, results will be compared 
against the accomplishment, and 
outstanding departments recog- 
nized accordingly. 

The aims, purposes and plans 
of the program will be explained 
to each employée by his immé¬ 
diate supervisor.

The B-50 is a heavy bomber 
generally superior to the B-29. 
It has gréa ter range, more 
powerful engines and greater 
bomb load. Nose fuselages built 
in San Diego will be shipped to 
Seattle by rail for assembly. 
Construction of the noses will 
be a separate fonction centered 
in building No. 2 and distinct 
from the Convair-Liner manu¬ 
facture. 

Construction of the noses is ex¬ 
pected to be a continuing project 
over many months. 


Harrison Sketches Our History 
Aided by Kate Smith, Al Jolson 


When Frank Harrison spoke 
on “My Country ’Tis of Thee” 
before the last SD Management 
Club meeting, he had expert as¬ 
sistants. 

Among them were K a t e 
Smith and Al Jolson. 

Harrison, assistant to Convair’s 
president and general manager, 
accompanied his talk in the dimly 
lighted Hôtel San Diego dining 
room with victrola Sound effects 
at appropriate points as he 
sketched the nation’s history in 
bold strokes. 

To remind his listeners of 
their héritage as Americans, 
Harrison began with Plymouth 
Rock, moved rapidly to Inde- 
pendence Hall (“When in the 
course of human events . . .”), 
then to Mt. Vernon and on 
through the years in rapid-fire 
word pictures to Gettysburg 
(“Four score and seven years 
ago our fathers . . .”). 

As he spoke, an unseen assist¬ 
ant turned on the Sound effects 
and Kate Smith’s powerful voice 
sang “From the mountains to the 
prairies . . .” and later it was 
“California Here I Corne” from 
Al Jolson. 

The effect was dramatic and 


brought the audience to its feet 
at the climax. 

Harrison was introduced by 
Club President Al Vernon. His 
talk was followed by a panel dis¬ 
cussion among William Cockrell, 
Scotty Doig, Bob Williams and 
John Petit with Bill Powelson 
acting as moderator. The subject 
was a spécifie labor relations-su- 
pervisory problem.

“The responsibility for a 
great iportion of our ounce of 
prévention (against iwar) lies 
squarely on your shoulders.

“During the early stages of 
World War II,” said Warren, 
“with our furthermost bases in 
Australia and India, and a little 
later in the Solomon Islands and 
New Guinea, the need for a 10,- 
000-mile bomber was easily ap¬ 
parent if we were to strike the 
enemy in home territory. 

“In order to meet these re- 
quirements, the B-36 was 
brought into being and immé¬ 
diate laction was taken to pro¬ 
duce the XB-36. However, the 
Japanese situation deteriorated 
more rapidly than we had ex-

When I came down again over 
three hours la ter I had been 
up to 16,050 feet above sea 
level—high enough to hâve ice 
on the wings and wonder about 
oxygen.” 

The température was 110 de- 
grees in the shade when he started 
and Ivans was dressed in a sports 
shirt! 

Ivans, whose prior expérience 
was gained at Torrey Pines near 
San Diego riding the upward cur¬ 
rents caused by wind against the 
ridges, flew his own plane to El 
Mirage which is a center for sail 
plane enthusiasts.

Liner Cornes Thru With Colors Flying 
In Dramatic Hop Over Glaciers, Desert 


(In this dramatic account, John Watkins, Trans-Australia Air¬ 
lines technical super in tendent, describes bis expériences aboard the 
first Convair-Liner to leave the U.S. for foreign service. It is a 
Personal narrative, written to friends. Because distances are so 
great, Convairiety uses excerpts without permission. It is exquisite 
writing.)

Our first leg, flown at night, 
was not particularly scenic, but it 
was of vital concern, especially to 
me, as the prov- 
ing flight for 
checking the 
s a f e cruising 
range of the 
airplane. 

Tulsa is 1240 
miles from San 
Diego by the 
shortest airline 
route, and it 
meant opérât- 

WATKINS ing at low Pow- 
er (i.e. at low 

airspeed) to get the maximum ef- 
ficiency in long-range perform¬ 
ance. I had worked out engine 
settings which I believed would 
prove effective. After climbing 
to 14,000 ft. in 20 minutes (in 
which time we took the cabin al¬ 
titude to only 5000 ft., thanks to 
our pressurization) we tried them 
out. 

Every 20 minutes or so I would 
check the power settings and fuel 
contents. It soon became obvious 
that our estimated results were 
actually being achieved, a very 
satisfying state of affairs. 

On through the night this went 
on, with the lights of the airway 
beacons flashing below us. About 
five hours out from San Diego it 
grew light in the east and as day 
dawned we slid down through 
scattered grey clouds and landed 
at Tulsa. 

We had flown on very low 
power, never much more than 
750 HP per engine, or about 31 
per cent of our maximum 
power available for take-off, 
and at a cruising speed of 
about 230 mph., arriving with 
enough fuel left for at least 
two hours’ flying. The resuit 
was excellent and caused much 
jubilation on board, for we now 
knew for certain that our 
North Atlantic Crossing with¬ 
out additional fuel tanks would 
be the safe proposition we had 
calculated it to be. After a 
quick breakfast at the airport 
café in a drizzle of rain, off we 
went for Chicago. 

Bath in Phone Booth, 

Well, since writing the first of 
this story, I hâve had the most 
impressive few days in my expé¬ 
rience. Chicago was reached in 
just two and one-half hours. The 
atmosphère was very h u m i d 
there, and after a thorough Turk- 
ish bath trying to use a ’phone 
booth and swallowing a waffle 
and coffee, we were glad to get 


into our refreshing Convair- 
Liner and hop off for Montreal. 

From Montreal we headed for 
Goose Bay, Labrador. This was 
815 miles up the St. Lawrence 
and across rugged mountains, 
valleys, lakes and waterfalls into 
darkness and a cloud bank. Goose 
Bay radioed us to keep up at 
13,000 ft. to clear other aircraft 
flying south and we lost a lot of 
time doing a radio-range descent. 
However, we landed at 9:45 p.m., 
four hours out from Montreal, 
and it felt good to get into a bed 
after 3400 miles flying. 

Next day off we went on the 
big adventure—the flight over 
the North Atlantic. We used 
our long-range cruising meth- 
od, as this was where range 
would be needed very defi- 
nitely, if the weather proved 
unkind to us. However, ail went 
well. 

It was a glorious morning, with 
white fluffy clouds extending a 
little way over the Atlantic. Long 
before we sighted Greenland the 
sky was absolutely clear and 
blue. There was fun spotting ice¬ 
bergs at this stage. 

Up Fjords, Over Icecap 

We landed at the U.S. base at 
Narsarssuak, 771 miles, four and 
one-fourth hours after take-off, 
having butted into a headwind ail 
the way, with well over half our 
fuel still in the tanks. Everyone 


On this next stage we pushed 
right through to London. It was 
1200 miles, and in the dawn we 
dimly saw the Western Isles of 
Scotland as we made landfall. It 
was good to see the green fields 
and hedges of England as the 
light increased and the chimneys 
began to smoke. 

We landed at the London air¬ 
port to a slightly hazy but mel- 
low English summer morning. No 
one was ready for our arrivai, as 
we had far exceeded our expecta¬ 
tions in arriving only 46% hours 
after leaving San Diego, in about 
30 hours flying time for the 6100 
miles. Of course at normal cruis¬ 
ing power the speed would hâve 
corne out much higher. 

Fortunately I had prepared 
some brochures before leaving 
San Diego, giving a description 
of T.A.A. and the Convair- 
Liner, and they were in great 
demand. There were designers 
and engineers from many of 
the big English aircraft firms 
and officiais of the go ver li¬ 
ment, as well as technicians 
from the big airways. They 
were full 'of questions, and I 
talked m y self hoarse bot h days. 
They were amazed with our 
2000 feet per minute rate of 
climb and our ability to pull up 
on landing in an incredibly 
short distance using the reverse 
thrust of the propellers. 

Wednesday we were up early 
for the second stage of our big 
adventure. It was about 10 a.m. 
when we got off and headed for 
Rome. 

Geneva and its blue, blue lake 
was a grand sight. We climbed 


took off, and then followed an ex¬ 
périence few living soûls — or 
dead for that matter—hâve ever 
had. 

The weather over Greenland is 
usually cloudy — practically al- 
ways so. Our co-pilot, Frank 
Fischer, knows at least one North 
Atlantic pilot who has been that 
way 170 times, and has never 
seen the country! But for our 
Crossing the air was crystal clear 
and there wasn’t a cloud in the 
sky. We flew up fjords, along 
glaciers, and over the central 
ice-cap itself. 

Through to London 

It only took us four hours 25 
minutes to get to Keflavik in Ice- 
land—or, rather it took us con- 
siderably less than that to reach 
the vicinity of Keflavik, but it 
was completely overcast with 
low ceiling, and we had our first 
expérience of being “talked in” 
by G.C.A., that is, “ground con- 
trolled approach,” a radar System 
of achieving blind approach to an 
airport. It worked like a charm 
and John Chapman and Frank 
Fischer were both highly delight 
ed with the expérience. Iceland 
was cold, windy and wet.

as those of Greenland, but there 
was the added charm of the green 
valleys with their nestling towns 
and villages — a truly beautiful 
scene. We sailed past the summit 
of Mont Blanc 1000 feet below 
In no time we were over the 
outskirts of Rome, in a different 
civilization. 

From Rome we flew right 
down the heel of Italy and across 
the Ionian Sea, over the rugged 
and beautiful island of Corfu to 
Greece. Poor troubled Greece, we 
flew right across it from end to 
end and it was hard to believe 
that down below there was the 
stupid tragedy of civil war. 

Next we crossed the sea to 
Turkey and flew for a long way 
along its indented coast before 
heading out over the eastern 
Mediterranean for Cyprus. We 
refueled at Nicosia, 1213 miles 
out from Rome. At the airport 
we were struck by the number of 
women working as laborers on 
new taxi ways, and saw some 
really Biblical style donkeys. 
From Nicosia we had to fly over 
Damascus in Syria to be observed 
for identification purposes, or run 
the risk of being shot down, as 
we were now in the Arab versus 
Jew war area. 

We had to stay on the airport 
overnight at Basra in a hotel- 
terminal building, and saw 62 un- 
fortunate Jewish refugees from 
Europe. They had been forced 
down by bad weather while on a 
charter flight out of Europe in 
an American DC-4, and as they 
had no visas or permits there 
they stayed, men, women, chil- 
dren gind babies, together with 
the crew of the airplane, and 
there’s no sign of a solution yet. 

We left Basra at 6:20 a.m. on 
our longest single hop, 1300 miles 
to Karachi in Pakistan, and flew 
over incredibly barren country 
along the Persian Gulf. The Iran 
coastline with its tumbled piles 
of rocky peaks was quite impres- 
sive in spots. 

Karachi was reached in 6 

hours 10 minutes and it was a 
treat to be met by a most 


charming Pakistan girl hostess 
who was remarkably well in- 
formed on the history of the 
Convair. 

We took off again soon and 
flew across the fiat, poor plains 
of Sind province towards Delhi, 
and next day took off as dawn 
was breaking and headed across 
flooded rivers and rice paddies, 
in fiat fertile country, for Cal¬ 
cutta, 823 miles away. From Cal¬ 
cutta, we crossed from India into 
Burma and landed at Rangoon. 
Coming into Rangoon was one of 
the visual thrills of the trip, as 
we circled the g r e a t golden 
Pagoda of Sive—a truly fantastic 
bit of Oriental design. 

Rangoon to Singapore 

The flight from Rangoon down 
to Singapore was quite exciting, 
as we were busy dodging weath¬ 
er. Radio communications in this 
part of the world are chaotic. 

We did the 1190 miles to Sin¬ 
gapore in 5 hours, stopped 12 
hours and were off again for a 
pleasant flight across the jungles 
of Bornéo, and on to the spidery 
island of Celebes, where we land¬ 
ed at Macassar. This was a most 
pleasant port of call, with hospi- 
table Dutchmen looking after us. 

We had a welcome stop-over in 
Darwin, took off and for the first 
time on the flight we went up to 
19,000 feet and used 70 per cent 
rated power, and cruised at 300 
mph. Soon we were in Melbourne, 
and it’s very good to see! 

Our flight, in brief:

6100 miles. Actual flying time 
1 day 6 hours 10 mins. Total 
elapsed time 1 day 22 hours 49 
mins. 

LONDON TO DARWIN 

9760 miles. Actual flying time

elapsed time 4 days 2 hours 28 
mins. 

SAN DIEGO TO DARWIN 

Total elapsed time 10 days 7 
hours, of which 7 days 6 hours 
spent on ground and 3 days 1 
hour in air.

New Program 
Drafted For 
Hospital Care 

A revised group insurance plan, 
expanded to include dependents, 
was in prospect this week for 
Convair men and women partici- 
pating in company group insur¬ 
ance. 

Details of the new program 
hâve not yet been settled but 
agreement is expected within a 
few weeks. 

The new plan will provide 
many of the same benefits to 
dependents, regardless of num- 
ber, as are now available to 
employées. 

Company représentatives hâve 
been exploring costs for some 
time and negotiating with in¬ 
surance companies. Ultimate cost 
to those employées who wish to 
participate is expected to be as 
low or lower than in effect in 
other similar concerns. 

Dependents, which are defined 
as the employee’s spouse and un- 
married children from 60 days 
through their 20th birthdays, will 
be entitled to an adéquate period 
of hospital care. Also under con¬ 
sidération is payment for at least 
part of surgical and laboratory 
expense and medicine. 

Payments by the insurance 
company will be made to the 
employée after présentation of 
hospital bilL. It is anticipated 
that the same general System of 
filing daims with the Industrial 
Relations department will obtain. 

An added feature probably 
will be reimbursement for diag¬ 
nostic X-ray and laboratory 
work performed outside a hos¬ 
pital. 

A period of solicitation is pro- 
posed during which employées 
now participating will hâve an 
opportunity to extend their cov- 
erage. For those who sign up 
during this period there will be 
no need of physical examination 
for dependents. 

Details of the plan will be ex¬ 
plained in a later issue of Con- 
vairiety as soon as it becomes 
official.

B-36 six-engined pusher-type 
bomber . . . It was ail painted 
up with PAA’s name and colors, 
and it even had an NC number 
on it . . . There was a sign say- 
ing something about PAA look¬ 
ing into the future . . . That’s 
a fur look, boys . . .” 

What’s so “fur” about it, 
Eric? Drop down to San Diego 
any day now and we’ll show 
you an identical plane, proudly 
wearing Air Force colors, get- 
ting her finishing touches. Her 
rowdy brothers, the bombers, 
hâve already been showing 
their stuff for some time. 


Northrop Aircraft risked the 
first landing of a B-35 Flying 
Wing in the factory field at 
Hawthorne, Calif. when Max 
Stanley, chief test pilot, brought 
the huge aircraft into the 5,000 
ft. runway with crowded streets 
only a few feet away at both 
ends. Stanley eased the big wing 
into a low approach, hit the run¬ 
way within 15 ft. and after brak- 
ing with the réversible props, 
turned within 2,000 ft. 


Whatever happened to the good 
old Catalina flying boat ? The 
Babb Co., Inc., has purchased 
from Convair the exclusive li- 
cense rights to manufacture Cat 
parts and assemblies. The grand 
old plane is still in use with 
both air services in a number 
of foreign countries, and Babb 
feels it will continue in use for 
a long time to corne because of 
its economy of operation. 


Record of U.S. international 
airline traffic for the first six 
months of 1948 was similar to 
that of domestic carriers: pas- 
senger load factors were down 
but freight and express volume 
had reached an all-time high. 


According to a survey made 
by Sales Management magazine, 
sales executives use trains more 
frequently than any other form 
of transportation for business 
travel, but for short trips they 
find the automobile more en- 
joyable and for long trips prefer 
to travel by air. 


The seaplane, for which Con¬ 
vair has been noted, is coming 
back into its own, according to 
James J. Haggerty, Jr., of Amer¬ 
ican Aviation magazine. He ex- 
pressed surprise on hearing of 
some of the proposed uses of 
seaplanes. 

“What about a long-range sea- 
plane bomber?” he wrote. 
“Sounds impracticable to the ear, 
but proponents of the seaplane 
who hâve spent a lot of time in 
their development hâve worked 
out some highly practicable de¬ 
signs. It is quite possible, these 
seaplane champions state, to de¬ 
sign a sleek, streamlined hull- 
type bomber capable of speeds 
of more than 450 m.p.h. 

“How about parasite hull- 
plane with a seaplane carrier ? 
Such a proposai has already been 


worked up. The carrier would be 
the same 450 m.p.h. turbo-prop- 
powered streamlined type men- 
tioned above. It could carry four 
parasites, two on each deck, and 
would be equipped with crânes 
to lower them to the water. The 
parasites could be employed as 
attack bombers or as long range 
fighter escort. 

“The Navy already has a hull- 
type fighter in development. If 
this proposai sounds far-fetched, 
is it any more far-fetched than 
tiny F-85 parasites dropping 
from the bomb-bays of B-36’s 
and returning to the bombers in 
flight according to the Air Force 
plan? It would seem, even after 
careful thought on the subject, 
that launching and retrieving 
the parasites on water would be 
the simpler method of the two. 

“Then there is the possibility 
of the flying LST, a giant fly¬ 
ing boat with a cargo ramp in its 
nose, which could taxi close to 
shore, drop its ramp, and dis¬ 
charge its cargo of tanks, ar- 
tillery or other ground forces 
equipment. The Navy is serious- 
ly considering the design. 

“Whether these designs ever 
pass the dream stage is prob- 
lematical. But, at any rate, we’re 
convinced that the seaplane is 
here permanently.”

And Midgets 

A young Convair FW couple 
who lead a modest life, but one 
which is the envy of rnany an 
outdoor-minded and air-minded 
Texan, are Audra and Earl 
Kezer, of Final Assembly (Dept. 
50) and Field Operations (Dept. 
61). 

While their circumstances are 
comfortable, they’re far from 
elaborate. Nevertheless, by fore- 
going sonie of the so-called “con¬ 
venances” and some of the frills 
of a life in more fashionable 
areas of Ft. Worth, they hâve 
been able to obtain the things 
they value more: 

A home less than a mile from 
the Convair FW plant where 
they work; and an airplane in 
their front yard in which they 
can take off anytime for any- 
where. 

In one way or another, aircraft 
take up almost ail of the Kezers’ 
waking hours. They help build 
the B-36’s while at work. When 
theyTe not at work, they’re likely 
to be flying in their own Taylor¬ 
craft. And if they’re not flying, 
they’re likely to be working on 
tiny precision-built scale models. 

The models adorn almost every 
room of the srnall, plain farm- 
house in which they live. Most 
of the planes are scale copies of 
aircraft which hâve won the fa- 
mous Thompson Trophy races in 
years gone by, although some 
others are included. 

In the collection now, with 
others on the way, are : a Spad, 
Nieuport, S o p w i t h, Curtiss 
Hawk, Gee-Bee racer, a Curtiss 
racer (of the type in which Ben 
O. Howard won a trophy race), 
an A-36, P-51, DC-3 and a 
P-39, the ship in which Kezer 
flew overseas during World 
War IL 

Their full - sized Taylorcraft, 
however, is their first love. A 
blue two-seater equipped with 
radio and landing lights, the little 
ship took them over 6,000 miles 
to New England and back this 
summer on their vacation. 

“And it cost us only $49.50 
for gasoline and oil,” says 
Kezer. 

Their own airport is a make- 
shift one, but sufficient for the 
Taylorcraft. The “landing strip” 
is nothing but the driveway 
which leads from the paved road 
to their front door. In event of 
strong cross winds, they use an 
adjacent field which permits 
landings and take-offs in any di¬ 
rection. 

Only member of the family not 
air-minded is F 1 o p p y, a six- 
month-old Cocker Spaniel pup 
who won’t go near the airplane 
when the engine is running.

AMONG WORLD'S FINEST—That's the way LaMotte T. Cohu, Convair presi¬ 
dent and general manager, recently described our R. Worth plant. He ran no 
chance of contradiction. The remarkable photo above shows major and sub-assembly 
departments of factory which is leased from Air Force. They stretch as far as 
caméra eye can reach. The other end of the plant is approximately a mile from 
point where picture was snapped. Despite plant's enormous dimensions, it never- 
theless is too small for the B-36 without industrial gymnastics. The assembly section 
shown is 200 feet wide, making it necessary to turn the B-36's at an angle before 
the outer wing panels can be installed. Note that the B-36 tail extends up into 


the beams, above the fluorescent lights. To move the planes after tails hâve been 
added, workers must raise nose and "teeter-totter" to miss lights. Planes move out 
mammoth doors in same "praying mantis" position. For three quarters of its lêngth, 
the assembly building is adjoined by parts plant building, 300 feet wide. Note 
overhead monorails flowing to any section of building,. Major components of B-36 
are moved by means of overhead conveyors. In addition to assembly plant and 
parts plant are an experimental building, a hangar and four warehouses, surrounded 
by spacious grounds and huge parking lots. Buildings are air-conditioned, window- 
less and lighted by 100,000 individual interior and exterior sources.

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
spring. After that time, the Air 
Force is expectedjo return the 
L-13’s now statioried at various 
bases to San Diego. At that 
time, they, too, will be sent 
through the modification line. 

Meanwhile, progress is report- 
ed on obtaining an engine fix 
which has grounded ail L-13’s for 
some time. Details of the fix 
probably will be worked out 
about the time the modification 
line is set up. At présent, it is 
probable that the engines will be 
reworked locally at San Diego 
and returned to Convair for in¬ 
stallation. 

Since summer, L-13 production 
has dropped from about one a 
day to three a week. The drop 
was délibérâte, according to 
Frank Harrison, assistant to 
Convair’s president and general 
manager, and reflected the need 
for manpower elsewhere in the 
SD plant. Permission has been 
granted by the Air Force for 
continuation of the slower rate. 

Meanwhile, although total man¬ 
power directed toward L-13 
manufacture may drop off pend- 
ing establishment of the modifi¬ 
cation line, the surplus will be 
quickly absorbed in Convair- 
Liner construction and returned 
to L-13 manufacture later. 

The modification line will be 
set up in the présent L-13 loca¬ 
tion in building No. 3 and may be 
easily converted to complété as- 
sembly to meet new orders.

ering their vacation time before 
they leave. When they return, 
the check for the last week of 
actual work is waiting for them. 

The advance vacation pay- 
ment System went into effect 
Oct. 1 by order of LaMotte T. 
Cohu, president and general 
manager. Vacation requests, 
however, must be delivered to 
the payroll section a week be¬ 
fore the employée’» departure. 
Vacation checks will be deliv¬ 
ered on Friday of the week of 
departure. 

In case a national holiday falls 
during a vacation, the employée 
will receive an extra day’s pay. 
In case an employée is required 
to work on one of these holidays, 
he will receive a regular day’s 
pay plus straight time for the 
hours worked. 

Only exception to the observ¬ 
ance of national holidays is in 
event they fall on Saturdays. In 
these cases there will be no ad- 
ditional day of leisure, for the 
whole purpose of the program is 
that no employée shall suffer loss 
of wages due to the fact that one 
of the holidays falls on a regu- 
larly scheduled work day. 

If they fall on Sundays, how¬ 
ever, the plant will close the fol- 
lowing Monday in observance. 

Fiat salaried workers receive 
similar paid holiday time. If they 
hâve been with Convair SD less 
than a year, they receive two 
weeks’ sick leave with pay and if 
with the company between one 
and two years they receive a 
month paid sick leave. If with 
Convair more than two years, ad- 
ditional sick leave is at the com- 
pany’s discrétion.

Check Committee, the group was 
organized Sept. 15 to make Model 
240 the safest commercial air- 
plane flying, from an electrical 
standpoint. 

Chairman is E. J. Moore, Engi¬ 
neering, and K. M. Smith, Pro¬ 
duction, is secretary. Other mem¬ 
bers include J. F. Babler, W. S. 
Cockrell, S. S. Smith and B. H. 
Stevenson, Inspection; P. D. Fer- 
rara and D. G. Wilson, Engineer¬ 
ing; and J. M. Rogers and K. M. 
Smith, Production. 

“We solicit suggestions from 
everyone,” Moore commented.

plant vending machines. 

“Since the money will corne 
partly from employées them¬ 
selves, they should hâve a good 
deal to say as to how it will be 
spent,” Biron commentedv 

Ail San Diego employées will 
automatically become association 
members. They will pay no dues. 
Negotiations are proceeding for 
creating a similar organizaton at 
Ft. Worth. 

It isn’t always possible, under 
strict budget limitations of mili- 
tary contracts, for Convair to lay 
out sufficient funds to cover pro- 
posed récréation and other em¬ 
ployée programs, Biron pointed 
out. A way has been found to 
provide some funds for these pro¬ 
grams, however, by painless and 
voluntary “contributions” of em¬ 
ployées themselves, through vend¬ 
ing machines operating in plant 
areas. 

“These machines are owned and 
maintained by an outside firm, 
which, through an agreement 
with Convair and the military, 
will return a substantial percent- 
age of its gross income to the 
association to be used for the 
activity program,” Biron explain- 
ed. “Thus, of five cents the em¬ 
ployée deposits for candy, gum, 
or beverage, approximately a half 
cent is returned to him in the 
recreational program financed by 
this share. If the expérience of 
San Diego, where machines are 
now operating, continues as it is 
at présent, the income thus pro- 
vided will amount in a year tç 
nearly four times what was spent 
during the past year for activi¬ 
tés.” 

Association officers, to be 
elected by employées, will find a 
store of information ready for 
their use when they take office, 
for the company recently joined 
the Industrial Récréation Asso¬ 
ciation, a nation-wide organiza- 
tion which supplies a continuous 
stream of new and fresh ideas for 
the operation of récréation activi¬ 
tés.

New Housekeeping Rules 
Put Into Effect At SD 


Purchase of 36 
New Liners By 
Air Force Seen 

Although official confirma¬ 
tion is lacking, press reports this 
week continued to state that the 
Air Force has agreed to pur¬ 
chase 36 Convair-Liners to be 
used as navigational and bomb- 
ing trainers or transports. 

Press reports stated that the 
contract, on which Convair sub- 
mitted bids sometime ago, has 
been approved by the Air Force 
and as of early this week re- 
mained in the hands of the Bu¬ 
reau of the Budget. 

It was reported that the con¬ 
tract had been referred to the 
Budget Bureau by the president. 


A new and fairer System for 
grading Convair SD departments 
on housekeeping has gone into ef¬ 
fect.

New Benefits 
Available For 
98c Weekly 

Effective November 15, Con¬ 
vair men and women participat- 
ing in company group insurance 
may expand their benefits to 
cover dependents by payment of 
98 cents additional weekly. 

Coincident with this opportun- 
ity, benefits will be expanded to 
include reimbursement up to $25 
for diagnostic X-ray and labora- 
tory work performed outside a 
hospital. 

The additional fee for depen¬ 
dents covers ail children, regard- 
less of number, as well as spouse. 
Dependents are defined as spouse 
of the employée and unmarried 
children from sixty days of âge 
through the twentieth birthday. 

The employee’s portion of the 
cost of X-ray and laboratory 
work performed outside a hospi¬ 
tal is three cents weekly. This 
will be added to présent déduc¬ 
tions beginning November 15. 

Inclusion of dependents in in¬ 
surance protection is optional. 
However, if desired, plan offers 
reimbursement of medical hospi¬ 
tal and surgical charges for de¬ 
pendents in the same amounts as 
for employées, including the cur- 
rent bonus schedule, as shown be- 
low, except that in the case of de¬ 
pendents the medical reimburse¬ 
ment does not start until after 
the tenth visit of the doctor in 
case of sickness but starts at 
once in case of an accident.

Daingerfield, Convair's Smallest,' 
Boasts Air and Boat Commuters 


What Daingerfield lacks in size 
it makes up in importance. 

Daingerfield, with 275 persons, 
is the “baby” of the Convair fam- 
ily. It’s full name is the Ord- 
nance Aerophysics Laboratory. It 
is located about seven miles from 
Daingerfield, Tex. (approximate- 
ly 175 miles northeast of Ft. 

Worth) surrounded by hilly coun- 
try that looks like the Ozarks. 

Convair opérâtes the labora¬ 
tory for the U. S. Navy under 
the direction of the Applied Phy- 
sics Laboratory, Johns Hopkins 
University. Navy and Marine of- 
ficers are frequent visitors to in- 
spect the closely-guarded experi- 
ments which take place there. 

The Navy is represented at the 
Laboratory by T. K. Ewan, De- 
velopment-Contract officer. Con- 
vair’s organization is headed by 
J. E. Arnold, chief test engineer, 
who went there with the first 
Convair personnel to arrive in 
July, 1945. He was formerly with 
the San Diego Division. 

The Laboratory was established when World War II brought 
jet propulsion into prominence and intensified research in this 
field. Daingerfield was chosen as a site for the project because 
of the power supply—both air and electrical—available from 
the Lone Star Steel Co. blast furnaces. 

The steel company and the laboratory are located on the shores of 
Lone Star lake, a man-made body covering 2500 acres. Thé lake 
serves as water supply and is a protection against prolonged drought. 

The Laboratory is about seven miles from the town of Daingerfield 
which has a population of about 3500. Closest larger town is Long- 
view, about 27 miles distant. 

Although the surrounding hills are low, they are heavily wooded 
and hold plenty of attractions for sportsmen. Right now the main 
outdoor sport is squirrel shooting but duck season will be along 
soon as well as quail hunting. 

A few of our personnel live in the immédiate vicinity of the 
Laboratory but the majority hâve homes in Daingerfield or in

During 1945—the Laboratory’s first year—construction problems 
were of primary importance, but even so, an appréciable amount of 
testing was accomplished beginning in August. Facilities under 
construction were a super sonie wind tunnel for use in study of 
aerodynamics and a three unit burner laboratory. 


Currently, the Laboratory is among the most complété of this 
type in the nation. It includes nine main groups: Wind Tunnel; 
Burner Laboratory; Analysis and Data Réduction; Instrumentation 
and Electronics; Photographie and Reproduction; Machine Shop; 
Maintenance; Accounting and Material; and Administration and 
Personnel.

“We could hâve used a flying boat in the last war, fast 
enough and well enough armed to cope with enemy 
fighters, but we didn’t hâve the design/'

“We had no design for a faster 
ship at that time. And there was 
not time to develop one. So, the 
Navy fell back on land-based 
planes such as B-24 , s and Priva- 
teers, many of them also built by 
Convair. 

“The B-24’s also were fine 
ships, but they required landing 
fields. For this reason, among 
others, the Solomons campaign, 
for example, was tailored to the

Navy Day Brings Query 
What About Flying Boat? 

This is Navy Day, a day set aside for récognition of the Fleet. 
In San Diego ail Naval stations are holding open house. Warships 
are open to the public at Broadway and Navy piers. The Naval 
Air Station is staging an air show. Ail over the world, ships of the 
Fleet are dressed for the occasion. 

It is a day of many memories for men and women of Convair, 
for we, too, hâve sent many ships to the Fleet—beginning with 
the first PBY and continuing with thousands of Catalina and Coro- 
nado flying boats and Privateers. 

Although usually we think of the Navy in terms of surface craft, 
with air as an offensive and défensive arm, the future may hold a 
different concept. In the accompanying interview, Capt. W. F. 
Rodee, USN, Bureau of Aeronautics représentative at Convair SD, 
gives his thoughts on what the future holds for the flying boat— 
once a Convair specialty. 

Captain Rodee, Annapolis '26, commanded a dive bomber 
squadron aboard the USS Hornet in the Battle of Midway, later 
was group commander, came to Convair in September, 1946, after 
commanding the escort carrier Puget Sound. 


planes. Had we possessed a fast 
flying boat, there would not hâve 
been the need for so many land¬ 
ing strips.” 

What about the future? Rodee 


was asked, in view of Convair’s 
présent work on the XP5Y-1, the 
experimental seaplane thus far 
in confidential status and subject 
of considérable spéculation in the

nation’s press. The captain’s 
answer was without hésitation. 

“It is good, very good in- 
deed, in my opinion. I feel 
there is a definite rôle and 
an important one awaiting the 
seaplane in Naval prepared- 
ness,” he declared. 

“Although I eannot be spécifie, 
it is obvious that with the Navy 
holding responsibility for anti¬ 
submarine warfare, far-ranging 
flying boats could be a vital part 
of the air arm. They would be 
expected to alight almost any- 
where on the seas, in far rougher 
water than the Catalinas and 
Coronados could stand, and hâve 
enough speed (something in the 
400 m.p.h. class) and armament 
to permit independent operation.” 

The captain also foresaw 
possibilités for seaplanes as 
supply ships. 

“In the last war,” he continued, 
“our AKA’s and APA’s (cargo 
ships and transports) sometimes 
had to lay off a beach head for 
days while unloading. They were 
a constant submarine target. If 
there is another war, it is not 
inconceivable that flying boats 
may hâve part of the logistics 
burden, unloading at the beach 
(much as LST’s did) and with- 
drawing promptly with virtually 
no fear of submarines. 

“Also not inconceivable is that 
flying boats could serve as 
mother ships to fighters. There 
is no reason why seaplane fight¬ 
ers eannot be as fast as land 
based fighters.”

Ifs Time to Check 
Our Tax Exemptions 

Convair folk this week were re- 
minded to keep their withholding 
exemptions up to date. The fol¬ 
lowing is a U.S. Treasury Dept. 
announcement: 

“It is important to you, to your 
employer, and to your Govern¬ 
ment that you keep an up-to-date 
Withholding Exemption Certifi- 
cate (Form W-4) on file with 
your employer. This certificate 
tells how many exemptions you 
claim and directly affects the 
amount of income tax withheld 
from your wages. 

“If the number of your exemp¬ 
tions has changed since you last 
filed a certificate with your em¬ 
ployer, get a new form, fill it 
out, and give it to your employer. 
If possible, any corrected certifi¬ 
cate for use in the next year 
should be in the hands of your 
employer by Dec. 1. 

“U s u a 11 y, your exemptions 
change when you get married or 
divorced, when a dépendent is 
born or dies, or when you begin 
or stop supporting a dépendent. 
You may claim an additional ex¬ 
emption if you or your wife will 
become 65 years of âge during 
the year; also, an additional ex¬ 
emption is allowed if you or your 
wife becomes blind.” 

The W-4 Forms needed to cor¬ 
rect your withholding exemptions 
may be obtained from the Indus¬ 
trial Relations Dept.

Hoax Scares Audience 
When Panel “Explodes” 


When smoke and “fiâmes” shot 
out of an exhibition panel during 
a supposedly serious démonstra¬ 
tion of electrical circuits on the 
Convair-Liner, several hundred 
members of supervision at Con¬ 
vair SD began looking for exits. 

It happened during a regular 
Thursday afternoon gathering in 
the cafétéria. Frank Harrison, 
assistant to the president, had 
introduced E. J. Moore of the 
Electrical Check Committee, who 
in turn introduced J. M. (Duke) 
Rogers. 

There were a few yawns as 
Rogers, with the help of K. M. 
(Kenny) Smith, punched but¬ 
tons and pulled levers, explain- 
ing the complicated airplane 
electrical System. No speaker 
ever had doser attention, how- 
ever, than Rogers did when the 
panel began to smoke. 

“Just disregard it!” he mut- 
tered in a loud aside and droned 
on. 

Meanwhile, the panel moved in- 
to high gear and changed from 
“low smoke” to “big smoke.” 
During the next few seconds the 


sedate meeting shifted to a Key- 
stone comedy scene that had 
everything except Buster Keaton. 

“Turn it off!” Moore shouted 
as Smith struggled with levers. 
In rapid succession, eight flash 
bulbs, hidden in the panel, went 
off; then two packages of fire 
crackers, two rocket igniters and 
a siren. 

The audience was torn be- 
tween a growing impulse to 
flee and fear of ridicule in case 
it might be a joke. One Public 
Relations man phoned his of¬ 
fice: “It’s just a drill—I hope!” 

At that point firemen strug¬ 
gled in with hoses in Keystone 
fashion. One bucket of water 
was thrown. Another, aimed at 
the crowd, contained shredded tin 
foil that looked like water. 

At this point the audience was 
fit to be tied. It took Harrison’s 
laughing explanation to assure a 
doubting few that the joint 
wouldn’t blow up. 

“This was a planned démon¬ 
stration to show what can hap- 
pen in an electrical System,” 
he declared. “It wouldiTt be 
funny at 10,000 feet.”

On Piano Wires at SD 


Aerial hot rods raced this week 
at Convair SD on two different 

“tracks.” 

Pioneer race meet is on the 
third floor of building No. 5 
where midget planes flash along 
twin piano wires at better than 
100 mph. Since this “track” was 
constructed some weeks ago, an- 
other has been built in building 
No. 4. Inter-building compétition 
is expected soon. 

“Our record thus far is about 
125 miles an hour,” Bill Jungk 
of Engineering, prime pro- 
moter of the sport, related. 
Jungk built the second plane 
raced, Bruce Lubo, also of En¬ 
gineering, the first. The build¬ 
ing No. 5 “stables” now include 
more than a score of planes, ail 
home-made, mostly by Engi¬ 
neering men. 

The tiny ships are jet pro¬ 
pelled, powered by carbon dioxide 
escaping from bottles secured in 
the planes’ fuselages. Bottles, 
which cost 7% cents apiece retail, 
are used commercially to make 
fizz water. 

Planes are hooked to piano 
wires strung about 10 feet above 
the floor. The wires, 240 feet 
long, are perfectly straight, oiled 
and smoothed with Steel wool. 
Planes are ail original designs, 
usually made of balsa wood, cost 
only few cents in materials to 
build but require a real knowl¬ 
edge of aerodynamics. 

“The design has to be just 
right in order to get speed,” 
Jungk explained. “Any minute 
imperfection causes trouble. 
We hâve various methods of 
testing models before racing. 
Jim Sproat streams his behind 
an auto at 80 mph. Lubo uses 
a home-made wind tunnel pow¬ 
ered by an electric fan that 
simulâtes mile-a-minute speed.” 

Planes hâve not been tried in 
free flight because of the 
lengthy, directed takeoff neces- 


sary. However, some glider en- 
thusiasts hâve a System of “jet 
assisted takeoff,” using four bot¬ 
tles which are later jettisoned. 

The C0 2 bottles are set off by 
a spécial gadget that punches a 
tiny hole in the cylinder, releas¬ 
ing a stream of gas. Part of the 
trick of getting speed is to gauge 
the size of the escape hole. 

Minimum plane requirements 
are: total wing and tail area, ex¬ 
clusive of fuselage, not less than 
9.50 square inches. Fuselage 
must be at least six inches in 
length with at least a six-inch 
wing span. Contestants may not 
heat bottles in advance for this 
boosts pressure and gives unfair 
advantage. 

Crackups are frequent but a 
new System of arresting gear has 
reduced the rate. Rubber bands 
at the end of the course now stop 
planes and flip them back to the 
“pilot.” 

Accurate timing has been a 
problem but this may be solved 
soon by development of an “elec¬ 
tric eye.” Paul Ferrara, elec- 
trical and radio group engineer, 
is supplying technical advice. 

At présent planes are timed by 
stopwatch leaving room for error.

increase is automtaic for every- 
one participating in group insur¬ 
ance whether or not dependents 
are added. 

Group insurance must not be 
confused with Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation. The latter—ail prem- 
iums of which are paid by Con¬ 
vair—covers injuries incurred in¬ 
cident to regular work. Group in¬ 
surance, however, is protection 
for ills not connected with em- 
ployment. 

Dependents of participants who 
sign up at once will be protected 
effective November 15. However, 
participants hâve until December 
15 to sign up and still avoid phy- 
sical examinations for depend¬ 
ents. After that date, documen- 
tary proof of insurability of de¬ 
pendents will be required. 

Employées not now participat¬ 
ing in group insurance, who wish 
to sign up, should contact Em¬ 


ployée Service. They will be ex- 
amined by the plant physician 
without charge. For a period of 
one month after being found 
qualified, they hâve the privilège 
of obtaining dependent’s benefits 
without dependents undergoing 
physical examinations. 

Because of certain California 
laws, dependent’s benefits for 
those at San Diego not now par¬ 
ticipating in group insurance can- 
not go into effect before January 
1. In Ft. Worth, however, protec¬ 
tion can be obtained for depend¬ 
ents as soon as the employée is 
physically qualified. 

Physical examinations for de¬ 
pendents, when required, are at 
the expense of the employée.

Convair SD’s Customer Service 
Training School to acquaint stu- 
dents with the Convair-Liner has 
graduated more than 600 since 
May, 1947, and started a new 
class for airline personnel this 
week. 

About half of the graduâtes 
thus far are airline employées 
who ultimately hâve responsibil- 
ity for servicing Convair-Liners 
in passenger service. The balance 
are Convair SD men who take the 
six-weeks course — usually on 
their own time—to better equip 
them for their jobs. 

The course, conducted under 
the Service Department and di- 
rectly supervised by W. W. Wil¬ 
liams, is about two-thirds lecture 
and one-third practical démon¬ 
stration. Classes are held in the 
Education Building 7:30 a.m. to 


4 p.m. The course is divided into 
six phases with a different in¬ 
structor for each week. 

Graduâtes, who undergo and 
must pass written examina¬ 
tions, thus far hâve included a 
variety of nationalities. Among 
them hâve been Chinese, Aus- 
tralians, Dutch, Swiss, Argen¬ 
tines and Belgians. The most 
recent class to graduate—12 on 
October 29—were mainly from 
Swiss Air. 

In the past, a number of CAA 
personnel also hâve taken advan- 
tage of the course which is of- 
fered by Convair to airlines 
gratis as part of customer serv¬ 
ice. Graduâtes are aproved by 
the CAA as qualified to service 
the airplane. They receive a con- 
centrated course in ail phases of 
operation, climaxed by being 
checked out in actual engine runs.

To Avoid Physical Exams

without the necessity of depend- 
ents undergoing physical exam¬ 
inations. 

After that date, ail who take 
advantage of the group coverage 
for their families must produce 
documentary proof of their in- 
surability. 

This fact was stressed this 
week as sign-ups continued at a 
high volume at both Ft. Worth 
and San Diego. In the former 
plant, 2,694 signified their desire 
for dépendent coverage in time 
for insurance to become effective 
Nov. 15 and as of late last week 
tabulation of 2,754 cards which 
were late in being returned had 
not been completed. A total of 
4,757 returned cards stating they 
did not want dépendent coverage 
but a high percentage of this 
group are single or without éli¬ 
gible children and therefore 
would not benefit. 

In San Diego, where approxi- 
mately 7,500 were participating 
in group insurance before the de- 
pendents feature was added, it 
was estimated that approximately 


5,000 hâve dependents and would 
benefit. Of this number 2420 had 
requested dépendent coverage as 
of late last week.

SD Passes 
90 Mark 
In Output 

Preliminary contract nego¬ 
tiations regarding purchase 
of 37 Convair-Liner modifi¬ 
cations by the Air Force got 
under way this week at 
Wright Field, Dayton, O. 

Although contract negotiations 
sometimes take many weeks, 
company spokesmen expected au- 
thority soon to start engineering 
and planning phases. In fact, 
s o m e preliminary engineering 
planning already has been done. 

The planes will be 36 T-29 
Navigational Trainers and one 
prototype bombardier trainer. Of¬ 
ficial désignation of the bombar¬ 
dier trainer will be XT-32. They 
will be used in training Air Force 
personnel. 

Meanwhile, Convair SD 
passed the 90 mark of com¬ 
pleted Convair-Liners. During 
the first three weeks of No- 
vember, Convair SD delivered 
ten planes, five to American, 
three to KLM and two to Pan 
American. This leaves seven 
to go on the KLM contract and 
one more to complété the Pan 
American order of 20. 

With five planes now flying 
abroad for KLM and three in 
flight for Trans Australia, the 
third foreign customer for Liners 
will be Argentina. Flight per¬ 
sonnel already are here for 
FAMA, undergoing training, and 
their first plane is expected for 
delivery in late December. 

In Europe this week Convair 
completed a sériés of Liner dém¬ 
onstrations, using a KLM plane 
and flight crew with European 
Sales Manager Georges de 
Sonchen and Convair Pilot Bill 
Harwell on board. The plane per-

Lease Plan On 
Convair-Liners 
Waits on RFC 

Purchase of a bloc of Convair- 
Liners for ultimate leasing to 
airlines awaits conclusion of ne¬ 
gotiations with the Reconstruc¬ 
tion Finance Corporation which 
has been asked to supply part of 
the funds. 

In a recent press conférence for 
aviation writers, Floyd B. Odlum, 
Convair chairman of the board, 
said that RFC has been asked for 
a loan of approximately $43 mil¬ 
lion to the Convair Equipment 
Corp., a recently formed Convair 
subsidiary. He appeared confi¬ 
dent of ultimate confirmation. 

Odlum said that although plans 
call for construction of a bloc of 
100, plane building would start 
when airline orders for a lesser 
number hâve been received. Plans 
call for leasing the planes to air¬ 
lines for a four-year period. Air¬ 
lines would hâve options to buy 
during the first three years. 

According to H. D. Koontz, 
director of Commercial Airline 
Sales, just returned from an 
extended trip, at least one air¬ 
line is prepared to place an 
order as soon as possible and 
prospects are good for orders 
from several others as soon as 
financing details hâve been 
cleared away.

The natives 
called me ‘Little Rajah’ and 
came for miles.- They decided 
I was too ‘pale’ to be healthy.” 

Jackman’s father was for many 
years a widely loved and re- 
spected Baptist churchman who 
in the late 90’s forsook the prac¬ 
tice of law in New England for 
the rigorous and sometimes dan- 
gerous life of a missionary. He 
lias since retired and now lives 
with Mrs. Jackman on Long' 
Island. In a recent letter to his 
son he recalled: 

“The day the tiger was shot r 
Mr. Ballentine (a British offi¬ 
cial) informed me a tiger had 
made a ‘kill’ about three miles 
down the river and asked if I 
would like to join him in a try 
for the beast. He had a plat- 
form (machang) built in a tree, 
15 feet off the ground and about 
100 feet from the carcass of a 
cow the tiger had killed and only 
partially e a t e n the previous 
night.” 

Tigers at times became a 
serious menace in that country, 
sometimes even attacking hu- 
mans when too old to hunt suc- 
cessfully in the jungles. 

“It was cold and dimly moon- 
light as we waited for ‘stripes’ 
to résumé his banquet,” he 
continued. “About 9 o’clock the 
tiger approached from our rear 
and walked directly under our 
platform. Ballentine fired a 
fraction of a second before me, 
striking the tiger in the chest. 
My bullet tore into his side, 
just back of the shoulder. I 
was using a Winchester shot- 
gun with an explosive, hollow- 
nosed bullet which gave a ter¬ 
rifie wallop at short range. 
The tiger dropped in his tracks. 

“Ballentine directed the natives 
to bring the carcass to our 
bungalow and gave spécifie or- 
ders not to remove the whiskers. 
But, alas, when the carcass ar- 
rived only two or three hairs 
remained. The natives attached 
great value to them as ‘medi- 
cine’.” 

The tiger skin, ultimately 
dressed and head mounted, be¬ 
came a family possession and 
was brought back to the states. 
It is now among Jackman’s 
momentoes of his boyhood.

A Mathematical W hiz 


Electronic 'Man' Solves Hardest 
Problems, Flops on Simple Ones 


B-36 Scale Drawings 

Scale Model Drawings of the 
B-36 battleplane will go on sale 
this week Nov. 26 in the Con¬ 
vair FW Employée Services Sec¬ 
tion, E. G. Crosier, supervisor, 
announced. 

Hobbyists may use the draw¬ 
ings to make their own models 
of the famous aircraft which 
they build at the plant. Draw¬ 
ings show ail views of the plane. 
They are offered at cost, 15 cents 
each. 


A mechanical man who can’t | 
multiply two and two took over 
most of the involved mathemati¬ 
cal headaches this week in Con¬ 
vair SD’s Radio and Electrical 
Laboratory. 

The “new hire,” like most 
mathematicians, is more impres- 
sive than handsome. He looks 
like a téléphoné switchboard. 
But don’t be deceived. He has 
an electronic brain that Works 
like a flash. In any compétition, 
he would send Einstein away 
talking to himself. 

The device, known techni- 
cally as a Reeves Electronic 
Analogue Computer, is owned 
by the U. S. Navy but loaned 
to Convair. Since going into 
operation recently, it has re- 
lieved a lot of aching backs 
that previously arched over 
desk calculators. 

“An expert with a desk calcu- 
lator and a pencil worked on one 
problem for three weeks,” Stan¬ 
ley Rogers, head of the Analyti- 
cal Group, recalled. “Then along 
came the electronic brain which 
solved the problem in a matter 
of minutes.” 

Operators, when setting up a 
problem, look as though they are 
wrestling a combination téléphoné 
switchboard and radio set. Cords 
are plugged into holes and dials 
adjusted to certain points, de- 
pending upon the problem. The 
machine works in voltages rather 
than numbers and therefore the 
solution cornes out as a varying 
line written on a piece of graph 
paper. 

“The machine actually will 
predict how an aircraft will 
fly,” Rogers explained. “Sup¬ 


pose you hâve a new design. 
Even before it is out of the 
drafting board stage the com¬ 
puter will tell us whether it 
will fly properly or tumble end 
over end.” 

However, it is no machine to 
help Susie pass first grade arith- 
metic. It has great difficulty in 
adding two and two. When asked 
to multiply those figures, it al- 
most blows a fuse. 

Although the machine does 
wonders in predicting flight, it 
thus far has been a failure in 
forecasting the stock market or 
the horse races.

Fifty of Convair’s SD’s most 
promising shop men were being 
selected this week for an inten¬ 
sive 100-hour course to fit them 
for positions as draftsmen.

“As a conséquence of the 
keen compétition, many highly 
capable men had to be disap- 
pointed,” Frank Fink, chief 
engineer for the San Diego 
division, commented.

Instructors for the course are 
H. F. Gerwig (who joined Con¬

man). Hours for the classes will 
be arranged to suit the students.

Sélection of the successful 50 
was on a basis of interview, rec¬ 
ord with the company, mechani- 
cal expérience and éducation.

Cohu Sketches Future 
For Convair at SD 

To Ail Personnel, San Diego Division: 

When I first came in to the job as president of Convair I told 
ail of you that we would do our best to keep you informed as to 
the actual facts in regard to our business. 

This, of course, includes the bad ones as well as the good ones. 
I hâve two pièces of news. The first one is not good, the second 
one is good. 

The first one is that owing to the fact that we are reaching the 
end of the first release on Convair-Liners, it will be necessary to 
temporarily reduce personnel over the next few months. 

The second one is that we are actively negotiating for the sale, 
both directly and through the Convair Equipment Corp., of a sub- 
stantial number of additional Convair-Liners. We also hâve the 
Air Force contract for the building of the T-29 Navigation Trainer 
and the T-32 Prototype Bombardment Trainer. This, together with 
Navy and missile business, is going to require additional engineering 
personnel and additional tooling personnel. The shop load will pick 
up later on and at that time it will be necessary to increase our 
personnel to and above the présent level. 

Convair-Liners now flying airline routes in this country and 
abroad are the finest planes of this type now being produced. I 
believe they eventually will replace almost ail the medium range 
transport planes now in operation. 

It is always going to be our policy to keep everyone informed 
as to the actual status of affairs. As you know, the aircraft business 
is a contract business and we are now in a tooling and engineering 
stage which will last for a few months until full production can 
be reached again in the plant.

B-36 Bomb 
Blasts 'Ship' 
In Practice 

There’s one badly battered 
target ship in the waters 
just off the Air Force’s Eg- 
lin Field in Florida as resulc 
of a 2,000-mile Convair B-36 

simulated bombing mission last 
month. 

And one Eglin Field Air Force 
officer is hoping he doesn’t get 
the job of rebuilding it. 

He is Capt. E. J. Crahan, AF, 
Eglin Field, who was making his 
first mission as a co-pilot in the 
B-36. On the plane’s interphone, 
he. was asked by the bombardier, 
Capt. W. D. Morris if hé’d like 
to see a direct hit from 10,000 
feet. 

“Sure—go ahead,” replied Capt. 
Crahan, good-natured sarcasm 
obvious in his voice. 

A. F. Witchell Jr., Convair 
FW pilot, takes up the story 
from there: “Thanks to the fine 
work of the bombardier, and 
thanks to the steady platform 
provided by the B-36—we drop- 
ped it right down the funnel. 
Capt. Crahan’s comment was 
that he hoped he wouldn’t be 
given a hammer and nails and 
ordered to rebuild the target 
ship personally!” 

While the bomb was a practice 
“dud” with no explosives, it was 
heavy. How heavy the Air Force 
prefers not to say publicly. But 
it was so heavy that Convair 
flight crews figure that it would 
hâve sunk the target ship any- 
way—except for the fact that the 
so-called ship actually is sup- 
ported by piles driven into the 
sea-floor. 

Crews figure that the Air 
Force target will need some re¬ 
inforcement and repair as resuit 
of the direct hit. 

The mission was part of the 
test program on the new “B” 
models of the B-36. On the same 
mission, the crew also gave a 
démonstration of low-level bomb¬ 
ing before a group of top-ranking 
Air Force officers on hand at 
Eglin Field for an air show, and 
they also dropped two salvos in 
the water. 

The sure-eyed bombardier, 
Capt. Morris, is in the Eighth Air 
Force and is stationed at Cars- 
well AFB adjacent to Convair 
FW. 

Other members of the crew 
were: Witchell, pilot; Capt. Cra¬ 
han, co-pilot; F. Hanley, first en- 
gineer; C. J. Driskell, second en- 
gineer; J. C. Shirley and W. R.

New AntMcîng 
System For Liners 
Wins CAA Approval 

A new thermal anti-icing Sys¬ 
tem installée! in Convair-Liners 
has been approved by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, Har¬ 
old D. Koontz, Convair director 
of commençai sales, announced 
this week. 

CAA issued the license after a 
sériés of icing tests conducted 
recently in the Northwest. The 
new method of ice prévention, 
first System of its kind approved 
for commercial airliners, utilizes 
the heat from exhaust gases. 

Outside air is first heated as 
it is drawn around the engine, 
and the température is raised 
further by ducting the air around 
augmenter tubes through which 
hot exhaust gases pass. 

The hot air is ducted to lead- 
ing edges of the wing and tail 
surfaces which are heated suffi- 
ciently to remove ice or to pre- 
vent its formation. 

The System functioned satisfac- 
torily, even on one engine, in the 
maximum icing conditions encoun- 
tered during tests required by 
CAA.

A LESSON IN DESIGNING 

Here is a contribution that 
stems from R. H. Hands, Convair 
FW Engineering (Dept. 6-4), re- 
garding how to design a “mis- 
fitting.” We found it amusing 
even though we don’t know beans 
about engineering design: 

“A fitting is needed. Starting 
with what you know, minus what 
you don’t know, plus what was 
used before, less what changes 
hâve been made, get yourself a 
blank piece of paper and a sharp 
pencil to start with. 

“From a known point to an un- 
known location, draw a line an 
estimated length. After drawing 
this line in, mark it off into two 
parts, one being longer than the 
other. This is more difficult than 
it sounds because you hâve broken 
your pencil. 

“Next erase everything. This 
is necessary because Structures 
has found that the line is not 
heavy enough to stand the strain 



of passing through the blueprint 
machine. However, before eras- 
ing, consult the checker to déter¬ 
mine the size of eraser to be 
used. This is very important as 
the eraser cannot be too large or 
it will erase part of the paper 
where there are no lines and 
Structures will reject the paper 
as being too weak. 

“Take a scratch pad and, with 
an estimated load applied an un- 
determined number of times to 
an imaginary fitting, sketch in 
a hole that can neither be made 
too large or too small. Now ail 
you hâve to do is to see whether 
tooling can make it out of alum- 
inum, magnésium or steel since 
your chances that it will be made 
from one of these three materials 
(or a combination of them) will 
be about 50 per cent. 

“Now you are ready to con¬ 
sult your Modified Goodman dia- 
gram which you will find in your 


Personal file 1 a b e 1 e d ‘Trash’. 
From this handy little curve, esti- 
mate what the ‘Q’ factor would 
be if the diagram had been 
printed clearly enough for you 
to read it. After shredding the 
Modified Goodman diagram, 
(5/32” strips preferred) neatly

It will be of interest to Convair 
employées, however, to know that 
Convair FW is one of the first

Major portions of the 
report was prepared by the Engi¬ 
neering Department, Tooling De¬ 
partment, Plant Engineering De¬ 
partment, the Master Scheduling 
Section and the Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Department. 

The report was prepared by 
the company under terms of a 
separate contract awarded by the 
Air Materiel Command. 

While no one has wasted his 
time compiling any statistics on 
the report itself, it represents 
thousands of man-hours of study 
and préparation. The finished 
product, printed and bound in 
book form, is approximately 400 
pages of eight - by - eleven - inch 
pages of text, charts, drawings 
and statistics.

The resuit pf the 
following formula must not ex- 
ceed 39.7: take the load water 
line times the square root of 
the sail area divided by four plus 
the load water line divided by the 
square root of the sail area di¬ 
vided by 12 times the cube root 
of the displacement. Or some- 
thing like that. 

Once youVe figured that out 
you can corne up with a boat 
somewhere between five and six 
feet long. Nick’s Johanna weighs 
49.8 pounds and about 31 of that 
is lead in the keel. She draws 
about a foot of water. 

The boats are not expensive 
to build. About $20 in mate- 
rials will do it, figuring $6 for 
sails and $5 to $7 for the steer- 
ing apparatus. The latter is a 
handy gadget that opérâtes a 
rudder in the water, controlled 
by a light wooden fin. The fin 


is in the air above the stern 
and moves according to the 
wind. 

Although capital investment is 
small, it takes plenty of hours to 
complété such a boat, according 
to Nick. Incidentally, if it hadn’t 
been for an elderly Norwegian 
back in Connecticut Nick prob- 
ably never would hâve completed 
a boat that would sail, much less 
win a national trophy. 

The Norwegian was Ted Ring- 
so. When Nick started whittling 
out a model boat one day in the 
30’s—he had never been in a real

sailboat in his life — Ringso 
scoffed at his efforts. The Nor¬ 
wegian had been a boat builder in 
the old country and showed him 
how to properly bend the ribs and 
set the keel. 

Thanks to Ringso, the hull was 
virtually completed by the time 
Nick left for the west coast. He 
carried the boat strapped to the 
baggage rack of his car. 

On the coast Nick found racing 
enthusiasts and from them 
learned how to sail his craft. 
However, he’s never forgotten 
Ringso. 

“The boat still bears the 
name he gave her,” Nick re- 
called. “He named her Johanna, 
after his wife.”

Convair SD’s over - burdened 
parking lots continue to bring 
jangled nerves, heated words and 
scarred fenders. But there doesn’t 
seem to be anything anyone can 
do about it. 

Every day approximately 300 
more cars find their way into the 
lots than there is comfortable 
space for. This means the cars 
are being parked in lanes, block- 
ing other cars from the exits and 
entrances.

Bar Bell Like Toy 
On Safety Program 

The Safety Dept. sponsored the 
show at the SD supervisory meet¬ 
ing last week, and the stars were 
two brawny weight lifters, Henry 
Fletcher and Harrison Benner, 
both of Dept. 27 (Inspection). 

Fletcher explained the correct 
and incorrect methods of lifting, 
demonstrating the incorrect meth- 
od by hoisting 220 lbs. in a way 
that would hâve broken an ordi- 
nary man’s back. 

“When you do it incorrectly,” 
Fletcher said, “you bend over 
with no préparation and grab at 
the weight with no regard for 
your footing or objects on the 
floor that might cause you to slip. 
Then you lift with the wrong 
muscles, and the chances are 
you’ll strain something some- 
where, causing a severe injury.” 

Demonstrating the correct 
method, he planted both feet 
firmly, surveyed the situation for 
a moment, took a deep breath to 
tighten his stomach muscles, and 
then bent his legs so that the lift 
used his entire body. 

Following these démonstrations 
the two men put on a brief show 
in which they handled the huge 
bar-bell as if it were a toy. 
Fletcher lifted 270 lbs. with one 
arm, and then pushed 180 lbs. 
overhead with one arm. Benner 
showed the military press lift 
with two arms on 180 lbs., the 
two-arm snatch with 180 lbs. in 
which the weight went up in one 
continuous movement over his 
head, and the two-arm overhead 
press with 230 lbs. 

Russ Carter, safety supervisor, 
told of seven recent accidents in 
which several eyes would hâve 
been lost had not the men been 
wearing proper protective eye 
coverings.

New Anti-lcing 
System For Liners 
Wîns CAA Approval 

A new thermal anti-icing Sys¬ 
tem installée! in Convair-Liners 
has been approved by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, Har¬ 
old D. Koontz, Convair director 
of commençai sales, announced 
this week. 

CAA issued the license after a 
sériés of icing tests conducted 
recently in the Northwest. The 
new method of ice prévention, 
first System of its kind approved 
for commercial airliners, utilizes 
the heat from exhaust gases. 

Outside air is first heated as 
it is drawn around the engine, 
and the température is raised 
further by ducting the air around 
augmenter tubes through which 
hot exhaust gases pass. 

The hot air is ducted to lead- 
ing edges of the wing and tail 
surfaces which are heated suffi- 
ciently to remove ice or to pre- 
vent its formation. 

The System functioned satisfac- 
torily, even on one engine, in the 
maximum icing conditions encoun- 
tered during tests required by 
CAA.

A LESSON IN DESIGNING 

Here is a contribution that 
stems from R. H. Hands, Convair 
FW Engineering (Dept. 6-4), re- 
garding how to design a “mis- 
fitting.” We found it amusing 
even though we don! know beans 
about engineering design: 

“A fitting is needed. Starting 
with what you know, minus what 
you don’t know, plus what was 
used before, less what changes 
hâve been made, get yourself a 
blank piece of paper and a sharp 
pencil to start with. 

“From a known point to an un- 
known location, draw a line an 
estimated length. After drawing 
this line in, mark it off into two 
parts, one being longer than the 
other. This is more difficult than 
it sounds because you hâve broken 
your pencil. 

“Next erase everything. This 
is necessary because Structures 
has found that the line is not 
heavy enough to stand the strain 



of passing through the blueprint 
machine. However, before eras- 
ing, consult the checker to déter¬ 
mine the size of eraser to be 
used. This is very important as 
the eraser cannot be too large or 
it will erase part of the paper 
where there are no lines and 
Structures will reject the paper 
as being too weak. 

“Take a scratch pad and, with 
an estimated load applied an un- 
determined number of times to 
an imaginary fitting, sketch in 
a hole that can neither be made 
too large or too small. Now ail 
you hâve to do is to see whether 
tooling can make it out of alum- 
inum, magnésium or steel since 
your chances that it will be made 
from one of these three materials 
(or a combination of them) will 
be about 50 per cent. 

“Now you are ready to con¬ 
sult your Modified Goodman dia- 
gram which you will find in your

The report was prepared by 
the company under terms of a 
separate contract awarded by the 
Air Materiel Command.

The finished 
product, printed and bound in 
book form, is approximately 400 
pages of eight - by - eleven - inch 
pages of text, charts, drawings 
and statistics.

Stinson Division 

Convair’s Stinson Division has 
become a thing of the past fol- 
lowing sale of ail equipment, 
tools, spare parts and finished 
planes to Piper Aircraft Co. 

Future Stinson manufacturing 
operations will be centered at 
Lock Haven, Pa. as soon as tools 
and parts are transferred from 
Wayne, Mich. William T. Piper 
indicated his company is consid- 
ering a name change to Piper- 
Stinson. 

“This sale definitely is a con¬ 
structive move for the small 
plane industry,” Floyd B. Odlum, 
Convair board chairman, said. 
“Two non-competitive lines of 
planes are being integrated into a 
single manufacturing and sales 
organization. . . . 

“Stinson production at Wayne 
was halted last summer. Our 
military and commercial produc¬ 
tion schedules hâve made it in- 
creasingly difficult for Convair’s 
management to devote the time 
required for adéquate supervision 
of Stinson. The outright sale of 
the division to Piper is advan- 
tageous to both companies. . . .”

Convair Men Add $20 to Hard Work 
And Build and Race Own Yachts 


Judging from Nick Keough’s 
enthusiasm, this small boat rac- 
ing must be a lot of sport. 

Nick, foreman in Experimen¬ 
tal SD, was pictured in the Sept. 
15 issue of Convairiety with his 
prize-winning model sloop. 

Nick, along with George Oli¬ 
ver and Don Pritchard of En¬ 
gineering, and Winthrop Tuck- 
er, Experimental, race beats at 
the SD Model Yacht Club. The 
clubhouse is on filled ground 
in the middle of Mission Bay. 
It fronts on the model yacht 
basin, a pool of sait water 
about 800 feet long and eight 
feet deep in the center. 

The basin can be drained at 
low tide by permitting the water 
to flow out a pipe into the bay. 

Boats that members race fall 
into three classes: A, M and X. 
Most of the boats are M class, 
small and easy to handle. The X 
class boats are designed for speed 
alone. Keough’s boat, the Jo- 
hanna, is in A class and figuring 
the size of one of these is a trifle 
complicated. The resuit of the 
following formula must not ex- 
ceed 39.7: take the load water 
line times the square root of 
the sail area divided by four plus 
the load water line divided by the 
square root of the sail area di¬ 
vided by 12 times the cube root 
of the displacement. Or some- 
thing like that. 

Once you’ve figured that out 
you can corne up with a boat 
somewhere between five and six 
feet long. Nick’s Johanna weighs 
49.8 pounds and about 31 of that 
is lead in the keel. She draws 
about a foot of water. 

The boats are not expensive 
to build. About $20 in mate- 
rials will do it, figuring $6 for 
sails and $5 to $7 for the steer- 
ing apparatus. The latter is a 
handy gadget that opérâtes a 
rudder in the water, controlled 
by a light wooden fin. The fin 


is in the air above the stern 
and rnoves according to the 
wind. 

Although capital investment is 
small, it takes plenty of hours to 
complété such a boat, according 
to Nick. Incidentally, if it hadn’t 
been for an elderly Norwegian 
back in Connecticut Nick prob- 
ably never would hâve completed 
a boat that would sail, much less 
win a national trophy. 

The Norwegian was Ted Ring- 
so. When Nick started whittling 
out a model boat one day in the 
30’s—he had never been in a real

sailboat in his life — Ringso 
scoffed at his efforts. The Nor¬ 
wegian had been a boat builder in 
the old country and showed him 
how to properly bend the ribs and 
set the keel. 

Thanks to Ringso, the hull was 
virtually completed by the time 
Nick left for the west coast. He 
carried the boat strapped to the 
baggage rack of his car. 

On the coast Nick found racing 
e n t h'u s i a s t s and from them 
learned how to sail his craft. 
However, he’s never forgotten 
Ringso. 

“The boat still bears the 
name he gave her,” Nick re- ! 
called. “He named ber Johanna, 
after his wife.”

ordered to rebuild the target 
ship personally!” 

While the bomb was a practice 
“dud” with no explosives, it was 
heavy. How heavy the Air Force 
prefers not to say publicly. But 
it was so heavy that Convair 
flight crews figure that it would 
hâve sunk the target ship any- 
way—except for the fact that the 
so-called ship actually is sup- 
ported by piles driven into the 
sea-floor. 

Crews figure that the Air 
Force target will need some re¬ 
inforcement and repair as resuit 
of the direct hit. 

The mission was part of the 
test program on the new “B” 
models of the B-36.

of another due to mechanical 
failure. 

While completing current sched- 
ule requirements, the division also 
concurrently completed late 
changes on two Air Force air- 
craft which previously had been 
delivered. 

One of the biggest factors 
enabling the division to make its 
November schedule, in Ryan’s 
opinion, was the coopération of 
the Air Force in performing its 
duties in “overlapping opera¬ 
tions”—that is, completing its 
inspection and testing on the air- 
craft simultaneously with the 
completion of Convair work on 
the craft. 

“Making this accelerated sched¬ 
ule in the face of the difficulties

Convair FW Has 
Excellent Chance 
Of Makins Quota 

With three Convair B-36’s ac- 
cepted before the end of last 
week, and with several more al- 
most ready for Air Force accept¬ 
ance flights, Convair FW is vir- 
tually certain of making its De- 
cember quota, according to Ray 
O. Ryan, division manager. 

While ail the ships will not 
hâve been delivered before Christ¬ 
mas Eve, as Convair FW had 
been hoping, Ryan indicated the 
prospects are excellent that by 
Christmas Eve, ail but two will 
hâve been accepted or will be 
awaiting Air Force acceptance 
flights. He said that “barring 
unforeseen emergencies which 
might develop” the full quota will 
be delivered before Jan. 1. 

The six aircraft completed in 
November and those scheduled 
for this month are the first of 
the new and more powerful 
21,000 h.p. “B” models on which 
wing tips and tails hâve been 
painted a fire wagon red to 
préparé them for operation in 
snow covered arctic régions. 

Activation of a new and second 
heavy bombardment group of 
B-36’s was announced this month 
by Col. Alan D. Clark, command- 
ing officer of the 7th Bombard¬ 
ment Wing stationed at Carswell 
Air Force Base adjacent to Con¬ 
vair FW.

Air Folk of Half a Dozen Nations Laud 
Liner During European Démonstration Trip 

If European pilots and airline 


people write to Santa Claus—and, 
of course they do—it is a good 
bet that this year they will be 
writing in a half dozen different 
languages : 

“Please, Santa, send us a flock 
of Convair-Liners . . .” 

The reason is that they recently 
were exposed to what the Liner 
can do in a sériés of démonstra¬ 
tions arranged by Convair’s Eu¬ 
ropean sales manager, Georges de 
Sonchen, and flown by Convair 
Pilot Bill Harwell. 

Harwell arrived back home in 
San Diego this month after tak- 
ing part in démonstrations in a 
dozen key foreign cities. He went 
to Europe in early September 
aboard the first KLM Convair- 
Liner delivered. 

“The Liner was uniformly 
praised everywhere we went,” 
Harwell commented. “A lot of 
the time I didn’t know what our 
potential customers said about 
the plane—because they spoke 
in French, Spanish or Italian— 
but there was no doubt they 
were impressed.” 

Harwell flew a Liner chartered 
from KLM and manned by a 
KLM crew. 

“We made two different types 
of démonstrations,” Harwell con- 
tinued. “One was just a straight 
passenger flight during which we 
loaded to capacity. The other was 
for pilots and technical personnel 
during which we carried a maxi¬ 
mum of 20 persons. The plane’s 
takeoff and rapid climb probably 
impressed the customers most, 
but also its controllability in 
stalls and operations on one en- 
gine make it a good demonstra- 
tor. 

“Sometimes, with a foreign air¬ 
line pilot at the Controls, we could 
chop (eut out) one engine without 
telling him about it. The plane 
is so powerful and flies so 
smoothly that the pilot, unfamil- 
iar with the ship, was unaware of 
the différence! 

“Another s t u n t that im¬ 
pressed the passengers was to 
descend 2,000 feet in a minuté 
(that’s about five times as fast 
as CAA permits) to show how 


there is no passenger discorn- 
fort, due to pressurization.” 

Harwell operated out of Am¬ 
sterdam, KLM’s headquarters and 
found a number of Convair pilots 
among the KLM flight crew. 
KLM has Americans, Canadians 
and South Africans flying their 
Unes as well as Dutch pilots. Har¬ 
well encountered no difficulty in 
flying abroad. Control towers in 
virtually ail instances hâve Eng- 
lish speaking personnel, he said. 

On the tour, Harwell and de 
Sonchen gave démonstrations at 
Prestwick, Dublin, London, Oslo, 
Helsinki, Stockholm, Copenhagen, 
Paris, Madrid, and Rome. At 
Helsinki, personnel of Finnish 
Airlines got an extra démonstra¬ 
tion. The field there is only 4,000 
feet long, only half of which is 
paved. 

“So, I only used the paved 
part!” Harwell said. “There are 
high obstructions around the 
field, so the quick takeoff and 
short landing made a real im¬ 
pression.” 

Only accident during the tour 
was while landing at Paris. Har¬ 
well was demonstrating a sudden 
stop with réversible propellers 
and the hostess forgot to secure 
some glassware in the galley. 

“There wasn’t a solid piece of 
glass left,” Harwell grinned.

When World Was Not So Peaceful 

Editor’s note: As each new Christmas since the war cornes and 
goes, it becomes easier to accept our blessings as a matter of fact. 
Such blessings as having Christmas at home. Excerpts from an 
essay, written to his wife Dec. 25, 1944, by Charles Sullivan, Métal 
Forming (Dept. 31, FW) will remind us of the heartache of other 
years. At the time, Sullivan was with the AF in Panagar, India. 
He shared the homesickness of millions of others whether on battle- 
fields or in war plants, separated from loved ones, dreaming of 
coming home. 


“When the guns fade out and 
bombers cease to break the still 
of night, I hear a dog’s sharp 
bark, my darling’s voice, and the 
shrill of my own clear whistle. 
And the next thing I know, I’m 
over the gâte and out of the war 
and it’s Christmas again, and 
Pm home. 

“I stop to make sure this house 
is mine. I hear the slam of a 
door, the laughter of children. 
I take a step and a leap—and 
she is standing there just as I 
see her now. She says: ‘Honey, 
how brown you are!” because 
there are no other words for what 
she means. 

“I walk into a room with a 
bright, lighted tree. The children 
run to meet me, tears corne to

Personal Touch Added to Gifts at San Diego 
By Means of Stenciiing Novei Designs 


That “personal touch” will be 
added to many Christmas gifts 
this year by the girls in Margaret 
Quigley’s textile painting class 
held in Convair SD’s Education 
Section each Tuesday. 

The instructor, who holds a cer- 
tificate of credentials from the 
Adult Education School of Cali¬ 
fornia to teach handcraft, ceram- 
ics and stencil painting, is in the 
technical report section of Engi¬ 
neering. 

“Textile painting doesn’t re- 
quire being a ‘born’ artist,” she 
maintained this week. “I feel 
that the unskilled person can 
learn the use of stencils as 
easily as a person skilled in 
arts crafts.” 

Many attractive designs are 
sold commercially for the person 
who feels he is unable to produce 
his own designs. Margaret has 
accumulated a large number dur¬ 
ing her artistic career which her 
pupils can copy. 

These designs are outlined on 
tracing paper. From the tracings, 
stencils are eut, sometimes as 
many as three or four in order to 
simplify the use of different col- 
ors. Stencils are then fixed with 
masking tape or thumb tacks to 
the material to be painted. Mate¬ 
rials can be almost any kind of 
cloth. 

The designs make attractive 
décorations for curtains, ban- 
dannas, lamp shades, ail types of 
linens or what hâve you. To a 
beginner using a copied design, 
actual Creative work cornes in the 
choice of colors and painting. 
Margaret usually cautious her 
students against using too much 
paint on their brushes and mak- 
ing sure the stencil is secure so 
that it won’t slip and thus spoil a 
design. 

At least 24 hours should be 
allowed for the work to dry be- 
fore setting the paint (known 
as dye). After the drying pe- 
riod the dye is pressed with a 


warm iron for one minute. The 
degree of heat dépends upon 
the type of material. 

Various colors of dye and ail 
necessary supplies can be ob- 
tained at most hobby shops or dé¬ 
partaient stores. However, some 
technical counsel is advisable for 
amateurs and the présent class is 
still open for new students.

6-36 Fiies Non-Stop 
To Pearl and Back 

A FW-built B-36 drew the na- 
tion’s attention this month by fly¬ 
ing more than 8,000 miles to 
Pearl Harbor, dropping a “useful 
bomb load” in the océan, and re- 
turning to base non-stop. 

According to press reports, the 
big bomber was undetected by 
radar. The ship flew from Ft. 
Worth to Honolulu via San Diego 
and returned by way of San 
Francisco. At approximately the 
same time, a Boeing B-50 also 
flew to Pearl Harbor and re¬ 
turned, according to press dis- 
patches, re-fueling three times 
while en route from a B-29 “tank¬ 
er” in air to air fuel transfer.

'Star of Bethlehem' May Guide Convair 
Pianes Flying Àcross Christmas Skies

craft in flight by measuring its 
relation to the stars.” 

Thompson tells more of the 
story: 

“Since the day that star or 
planet shone so brightly on Jésus" 
birth,” he said, “Astronomers the 
Christian world over hâve dis- 
cussed, argued and sometimes 
corne almost to blows over the 
question of which star or planet 
it was.” 

Popular belief accords the 
planet Venus this honor, but that 
may or may not be true, in the 
opinion of astronomers. This 
month the bright and glittering 
Venus can be seen early on any 
clear morning in the south and 
east skies—shining brightly long 
after rays of the sun hâve erased 
other stars and planets from the 
firmament. 

Thompson said that most as¬ 
tronomers hold to one of two 
théories as to the identity of the 
“Star of Bethlehem.” 

Some contend that studies made 
in modem times prove that on 
the day Jésus was born two or 
more planets rotating in their 
orbits came so close together that 


to the naked human eye—there 
appeared to be a new and un- 
naturally bright heavenly body. 

As the planets continued their 
rotation, of course, they separated 
and the “Star of Bethlehem” dis- 
appeared. 

Another school of thought holds 
that the star actually was a nova 
—that is, a star which becomes 
substantially brighter than it 
previously had been. This may 
hâve happened on a star which

previously had been completely 
invisible to the naked eye. Then, 
due perhaps to an explosion on 
the star similar to atomic re¬ 
action, the star suddenly flared 
into sharp brilliance. After a 
certain length of time, a true 
nova becomes dimmer thereafter. 

“Most astronomers,” said 
Thompson, “believe that one of 
these things happened—but no 
one theory has ever been proved 
to the satisfaction of the sci¬ 
entists.” 

So Thompson—on this Christ¬ 
mas eve Friday night—may be 
looking through his home-made 
telescope at the same heavenly 
body which the Three Wise Men 
saw more than 1,900 years ago. 
And some B-36 may be winging 
through the heavens guided in 
part by the same star which 
guided those Wise Men to the 
infant Jésus. 


First Xmas in U. S. 

Is Ànniversary Of 
FW Mans 'Execution' 

For one Convair FW flight test 
analyst (Dept. 6-8), Christmas, 
1948 will be doubly mémorable: 
it is his first Christmas in free 
America—and it is the anniver- 
sary of the day in 1944 when he 
was shot down and sentenced to 
death by the Nazis on his 202nd 
mission over Germany. 

He is Hans R. Isachsen. His 
friends call him Pete, which is not 
at ail suggestive of international 
expériences which read like a 
dime-novel adventure. 

The tail, blond, typical Nor- 
wegian came to America and 
Convair FW last January, after 
spending the war years one 
jump ahead of the Germans, 
first in his native homeland, 
and later on as an RAF pilot. 

Isachsen chose Texas and Con¬ 
vair FW as his final destination 
in America. He had previously 
glimpsed the B-36 as he flew over 
the plant in 1946, while ferrying 
DC-4s to Norway. 

“Things are always happening 
to me on Christmas,” he says. “It 
was Christmas Day, 1944, while 
flying with the RAF that I was 
shot down over Germany. I was 
also sentenced to death by the 
Germans that day, but managed 
to escape.” 

His career as a fighter and 
pilot started when the Germans 
invaded his native homeland. 
When the tiny country col- 
lapsed, he joined the Norwegian 
forces in England. His mir 
sions to enemy terrtWry, es 
capes and captures are stories 
within themselves. 

Still an aviator at heart, Isach¬ 
sen spends his spare time teach- 
ing others to fly. He expresses 
the typical European’s love for 
music by playing the violin. 

“This Christmas in America 
will be a happy one for me,” he 
says. “Fm shopping for a spécial 
gift for my son—a music box 
which plays Norwegian tunes. 
The only thing I will miss is the 
snow,” he says. “What is this you 
Texans call a ‘white Christ¬ 
mas" ?”
